Dear Mr. Young: 

This responds to your request to the U.S. Army Intelligence and Security Command (USA 
DSfSCOM) under the Freedom of Information Act, dated 29 March 2001. Therein you requested 
records concerning Yugoslavia Intelligence Service personalities. In processing your request, the 
USA INS COM located two documents which originated with the DIA and referred them for our 
review and direct response to you. 

Upon review, it has been determined that some portions of the documents are not releasable. The 
portions withheld are exempt from release pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 552 (b)(6), Freedom of 
Information Act. Subsection (b)(6) applies to information which if released would constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of other individuals. All reasonably segregable 
portions of the documents are attached hereto. 



You are advised that a requester may appeal, within 60 days, an initial decision to withhold a 
record or part thereof. Should you wish to exercise this right, you may do so by referring to case
